To institute a raffle must be a lucrative speculation. 
There is, we suppose, some small passion for 
gambling at the bottom of the human soul which the 
chance of a prize turns into golden ore. Lotteries 
were suppressed by the State, for it was believed 
they led to peculation, extravagance, ruin, and misery. 
They are a Roman institution, and, with other Ultra- 
montane fashions, have been rehabilitated amongst 
the faithful Irish. It is such a temptation to the 
servant or peasant to risk “ only one pound” for the 
chance of £1,000, all for the good of the 
Church! In the columns of a morning con- 
temporary we find advertisements for four dif- 
ferent raffles. One is fó tickets, 
only one shilling each; bat the advertiser does not 
condescend to inform us how many tickets he 
intends to issue, or the purpose to which the profits 


„ watch,” value £30. The tickets in this case are 
also, like the donor’s benevolence, illimitable. They 
who have watches already are informed that the win- 
ner, “instead of the watch, may have its equivalent 
“in money.” This looks like an attempt to violate 
the law. If it be legal to gamble for anything, or 
its equivalent in money, “there is nothing to pre- 
“vent a Jew broker advertising a raffle for a wild 
“elephant, or Solomon's seal, or its equivalent 
“in cash, and so the law will be nugatory. The 
particulars of the third raffle are not yet before 
the public. Over the “ High Altar” of Saint Mary's, 
Haddington-road, there is, it seems, “ a magnificent 
“ painting.” This painting isto be drawn for by 
tickets at one shilling each. We are told that the 
painting has been valued by somebody at £200. 
The King of Ava used to give a tame elephant to 
the man he wanted to ruin, and what would be the 
condition of the holder of a ticket at a shilling, if he be- 
came the fortunate winner of an enormous oil painting? 
A servant would have to bargain with her mistress for 
room for the picture as well as herself. Doubtless 
the prize could be turned into money too, at a dis- 
count, and re-appear as a prize for some other lot- 
tery. That a painting placed for some years over 
an altar should be the subject of a raffle does not 
quite agree with our notions of ecclesiastical pro- 
priety. However, we suppose the end consecrates 
the means. 

The fourth lottery is worth a moment's considera- 
tion, for it involves a skirmish with her Majesty's 
Attorney-General. Father Hughes, of Carrick- 
macross, wanted a trifle, like two thousand pounds ;

It is very 
easy, when an advertisement is dangerous, to write 
letters which will answer the same purpose. Nay, 
a letter in the body of a journal will command more 
attention. It is a fair trial of skill, on the result of 
which a good deal depends, besides the reputation of 
the Law Officers of the Crown in Ireland. If the 
C.C. has fairly outwitted them, then we may expect 
a column to be set apart in the heart of every news- 
paper for “ letters” to the editor, containing all par- 
ticulars respecting the thousand and one lotteries in 
Futuro.

NO CHECK AT CAPUA—GARIBALDIS POSITION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin. — Any one acquainted with ths valley and course of 
the Liffey will have atolerably correct notion of the Vol. 
turno and the present state of matters on and about it, il 
for this purpose, he will only sup the movements of the 
Garibaldian fore: to be from north to eouth—from Drogheda 
to Dublin—instead of from Naples to Capua. 

The Volturno rives in the mountains, and falls for some 
distance in a direction rather inland than towards the const 
it then turns above Cajazzo, below which it ceases to be pass- 
able on foot, and flows through a plain towards the Western 
coast. When it reaches this plain it posses through it in a 
line almost direct from east to west, till it reaches the ses 
below Capua. Regarding Capua as a fortification on the 
Naples side of the river, we may suppose it to be repre- 
sented by the Magazine in the Phu Park; and, to 
assist our conception we may imagine Dublin to be en- 
tirely removed. Let Wicklow represent the Papal terri- 
tory, Killiney Geeta, and Celbridge Cajssao; with Leixlip, 
Lacan, Knockmaroon ferry, and Chepelizod to stand for 
the passable points of the Volturno, and we shall realise, by 
a slight effort of fancy, all the operations that have recently 
been carried on there. 

What has the late King of Naples been doing and design- 

ing since he tovk up his position at Gaeta, Capua, and on the 
line of the Voltarno? With what object did he choose that 
position? The answer to those questions will furnish a key 
to Garibaldi'’s movements. 
He chose that position evidently that be might have a 
friendly country in his rear, He had taken it suddenly, and, 
cf course, there was no permanent provision for 40,000 men. 
He could hope for no supplies from tea, and if he didn't get 
them from the State of the Church, be must starve should he 
continue motionless. That being so, Garibaldi saw there 
was no reason to precipitate an' attack upon him. Events 
were depriving him of a favourable rear. moriciere could 
give bim no actual or even moral support, and the prestige 
of success, if Garibaldi only kept quiet at Naples, would 
daily increase the disposition of the people north of 
the Volturno and Gaeta to rise or otherwise operat: 
in his favour. Thus the exigencies of the ex King 
position would force him to advance towards Naples, or o 
necessity surrender where he was. No matter how st ¢@ ic 
he made the fords and passes of the Volturno, by batteries on 
the north side of it, they could not be m:noed without food: 
they could not be maintained wi(bout that animal ammuni- 
tion. 

These Neapolitan operations could be use'ul only on the 
supposition that Garibaldi should assault Capua, or 
pass to the north side of the river in force. That he 
had no means of doing, and no notion of attempting. 
The Neapolitans having been allowel to strengtheh a- 
they pleased the positions that were not to be assailed, and 
eving caught courage from being un ittacked, or being urged 
forward by approaching want, advanced towards the 
the South, and attacked or threatened Santa Maria and Ca- 
seita, as they might have done Finglas and Swords, on the 
supposition we have made. Being met, they retired, almost 
without fighting, to Capua aud to the north of the Volturno, 
as they might have cove, in the like circumstances, to the 
Magazine in the Park, aod to Island Bridge and 
Chapelizod on the south side of the Liff’y. To bring mat 
ters to a crisis, and to force them to advance and fight 
in the open country, Garibaldi, being favoured by events 
determined to send a small force to their rear, not to 
attack them, but to rouse the country behind them. This 
could, with the means at Garibaldt's aisposal, only be done ad. 
vantageously by going, higher up the river, to where it was 
forded and unſortite , above Cazzo, and in the like circum 
stances he would have made a like movement up the L Hey 
above Celbridge. He sent 300 on this service. They found 
Cajazzo occupied by 2,200 Neapolitans, Of course, Cajazzo 
should be carried or the movement fail; for, should the 
crossing force have left it occupied by Neapolitans, their 
communication with the Garibsidian army would have been 
cut off. Now, Garibaldi has often attempted what was 
nfficult and dangerous, but never what was desperate or 
impossible. 300 coulda’t take Cazzo, by conquering 2,200 
within it, but 600 might. On the lch of September he sent 
the 600 to perform that service, and they have done 80, with 
what loss to the enemy we have not been informed. The dan- 
wer was, that the 600 being sent before their work could be done, 
Neapolitan troops would have come up from Capua or other 
places near the river, between it and Cajazzo, and that thus 
the attempt would have proved abortive. To prevent this, 
ocoupation was provided for those troops both in Capua and 
at the other assailable portions along the line. Being assaalted, 
or threatened with assault there, they never thought it was 
possible or necessary for them io move elsewhere, and last 
of all towards Cujazeo, “Several false attacks and demon- 
strations were accordingly made. Some of these might have 
succeeded. The Duke of Wellington's notable attack at Badajoz 
failed, and the false one succeeded. They were, therefore 
made more or leas formidable in proportion to the possibility 
there was of their proving successful. That upon Capua 
iteelf was utterly hopeless, as any one who walks into the 
Park will see what a similar one would be on the Magazine— 
at all events if made in daylight, without ſascines and scaling 
ladders: and even then, it could only have been achieved 
with tremendous sacrifice of life. If made even by Peninsular 
veterans, the general who conducted the attack would never 
expect success but upon repeated attempie—that is, after the 
first, second, third, and, perhaps, the fourth party had been 
beaten off, one that should follow them might ultimately carry 
it. We all know what occurred at the first attack upon the 
Redan at Sebastopol. Our men had to advance 450 yards in 
daylight, with batteries in front of them at first, while others 
also finked them as they went closer. Broad avenue, were 
opened in their eolamna from these batteries, as I heard from 
one who was among them, and got off by being bat slightly 
wounded. In short, our mea were beaten back, That was 
no reflection on their courage. Garibal li never sent men on 
an enterprise so hazardous and hopeless as that. Those who, 
mistaking or disregarding bis orders, exposed his men to 
the direct fire of the guns of Capua, enterprised what 
was more than bazardous—what was utterly desperate. Only 
80 were billed and wounded in this unhappy adventure, the 
smallness of the number being evidently owing to the ineffi- 
cient fire of the Neapulitan gunvers, and the want of spirit 
in the dragoons who pursued the men who were turned by 
it, This isthe check of Capua. Mr. Edwin James, G 
writes and says, “ These scenes which 1 witoessed convince 
me of a want of discipline, organisation, and courage.” Has 
he read the history of the Alma? Did not Colonel Camp- 
bell recover the fortunes of the day by the movement which
